In tbe room where
this process takes place the tempera-
ture rises to 212 degrees, 100 degrees

They are
only the strongest and ba idlest of
workmen, and tbey can be in the room
but a few brief minutes at a time.
Several times daily It Is their duty to
enter the room to see that all goes
well.

canizing room Is all they can stand
without collapsing, and some can't
even stay that long.
